IMPORTANT TO KEEP 
COPIES OF ` 
TAX RETURNS 


“It is good business practice to 
prepare and keep a copy of your 
income tax returns,”: Mr. J. G. 
Martin, Jr., District Director of 
Internal Revenue Service, advises 
taxpayers. 

A readily available copy of your 
income tax return will serve to 
assist you in preparing tax re- 
turns for subsequent years, pro- 
vide the administrator of your es 
tate with information needed for 
tax matters should you die, and 
will serve as a reference document 
in any discussions concerning tax 
matters with Revenue Service audi- 
tors. 

Extra returns for this purpose 
are provided in both the 1040 and 
1040A packages which were mail- 
ed recently to taxpayers. 

Mr. Martin also reminded tax- 
payers who file on Forms 1040 to 
use the préaddressed return which 
is the first return in the package. 
The return marked “COPY” should

For good feeding, balance your 
number of cows with the available 
feed supplies.

Check 
with your local County Agent for 
the one best suited to your parti- 
cular operation. 


FERTILIZER PLACEMENT 

Unless your soil already has a! 
good supply of potash and phos- ' 
phate, or you are willing to in-' 
crease the rate of phosphate use 
by at least 50 percent, broadcast 
application of mixed fertilizer for 
row crops is not recommended. 

Band application is most gen- 
erally recommended for row crops. 
In this way the fertilizer is con-, 
centrated where it will do the 
most good and less comes in con-' 
tact with the soil, so less is fixed 
in an unavailable form. 

With the use of high analysis 
fertilizers, it is even more impor- 
tant that the fertilizer be placed 
properly. Recommendations call 
for banking the fertilizer 3 to 4 
inches below the seed and 3 to 4 
inches to the side of the drill. 
This helps prevent seedling dam- 
age from contact with fertilizer. 


FISH POND FERTILIZATION 

Fertilizing your farm pond will 
pay off in more pounds of fish. 

Begin fertilizing in late February | 
and continue through mid-March 
with three applications of fertili- 
zer two weeks apart. 

For each acre of pond water, 
use 50 pounds of 16-164 or 100, 
pounds of 8-82. You can fertilize 
small ponds by throwing fertilizer 
from the bank. For larger ponds, 
use a boat When using a boat, ! 
apply the fertilizer in water six 
feet deep or less. | 

Do not fertilize a pond that 
stays muddy all the time; one that 
is infested with undesirable fish; 
one that is infested with weeds;

{MMUNIZATION 
SURVEY HAS 
BEEN COMPLETED 


The state-wide immunization sur- 
vey which was being conducted by 
the Mississippi State Board of 
Health has been completed, ac- 
cording to Dr. A. L. Gray, State 
Health Officer. 

The survey was conducted to 
establish the immunization level 
of Mississippi’s population. During 
the course of the survey a total 
of 6034 household units were con- 
tacted in all 82 counties of the 
state. ; 

Trained interviewers obtained 
such information as the names and 
ages of everyone living in the 
household. each person’s current 
immunization record, and whether 
they received their immunization 
from a private physician or the 
local county health department. 

The survey personnel was as- 
sisted by the county health officers 
and the staffs of the local health 
departments in locating and con- 
tacting residents throughout the 
state. 

“It is only through the coopera- 
tion of the public that this infor- 
mation was obtained,” stated Dr. 
Gray. “A sincere thank you is due 
to each person that gave of his or 
her time and cooperation to aid 
us on this survey.”
